ere, were implicated is believed by 
the authorities. 
A series of signals 
had been arranged bet ween King who 
was located on the first floor, 
and 
George Davis, his negro partner, who 
was located on the second floor, by 
means of which warnings of danger 
and communication could bv' kept up. 
Monday noon Sheriff Burns 
had j 
ordered that all the “ ticks” in 
the 
ceils be emptied and new straw put 
into them and it was while this was 
going on that the hole was discov­ 
ered. 
Discovery by Accident. 
In Kings room on the first floor,' 
when filling the tick a pail which 
had been set over the hole was acc!-* 
dentally kicked over and beneath It 
was seen the way to liberty 
The tools used by King were 
the 
products of an experienced and fer­ 
tile mind. 
The prisoners, during the 
day. are allowed the freedom of the 
corridors, and it was some tim e d u r­ 
ing these hours that King had slip­ 
ped into the closet and carefully un­ 
screwed the copper weights attached 
to the plumbing. These are about as 
large as a man's fist and m ake an j 
excellent hammer.
